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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because figure 40 has a lead line without a reference 
numeral(element #480b). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior 
version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the 
remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of 
the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be 
necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after 
the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" 
or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
Exemplary of such: 

0067, 'a conventional' should be replaced with 'the conventional'. 
0079, 'that housed' should be replaced with 'that is housed'. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 55-56 and 60-61 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. It is unclear as to where in the original specification is disclosed that the dirt 
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cup has a substantially smooth interior surface(claims 55-56,61) or the elbow being configured 
to change a flow path of air exiting the inlet by an angle of less than 90°(claim 60). 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 57-59 and 61 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Exemplary of such: 

Claims 57 and 59, line 2, 'the inlet port' lacks proper antecedent basis. 
Claim 61, line 19, 'the inlet port' lacks proper antecedent basis. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 52-56 and 60 are allowed. 

9. Claim 61 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

10. Claims 57-59 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

1 1 . The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art discloses hand-held vacuum having a motor housing assembly with a housing defining a 
handle aperture and handle, a battery, a motor with an output member to which an impeller is 
coupled, a power switch including a switch on the handle, a latch mounted on the housing in-line 
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with and forwardly of the switch member and a dirt cup assembly with a dirt cup having an inlet, 
an elbow coupled to the inlet and a circumferentially-extending wall that defines an open rear 
end configured to receive a front portion of the housing and a tapered front surface wherein the 
latch releasably secures the dirt cup to the housing HOWEVER fails to disclose or fairly suggest 
the elbow being configured to direct air exiting the inlet in a direction both toward the 
circumferentially extending wall and rearwardly toward the impeller. 

Conclusion 

12. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Tsen discloses a hand-held vacuum with an inlet tube that causes air to flow in a 
cyclonic manner.
